The tracts were handed to each of them 
and they began to read them out loud and 
make Comments; one old fellow, pointing to 
the SUNDAY Post-Dispatcn lady reporter, 
said, ‘‘Give that little black eyed girl a 
Grink and charge it to me.

By this time all the tracts were distributed. 
After leaving there a discussion was held as 
to whether they would hold an open air 
meeting; on account of the lateness ofthe 
hour they dispensed with it.

It fills a field of slum work 
hitherto unfilled and one in which bat little 
attempt has as yet been made to carry the 
message of salvation from all sin.

The Senate Scandal Investigation 
Will be Secret. 


Little Prospect of Getting Proof of 
Stock Jobbing.

THE SUGAR TRUST C4NROT BE FORCED, 
TO REVEAL THE FACTS. 


Handicapped by Lack of Authority, the 
Committee Cannot Puuish Witnesses 
for Contempt—Senators Whose Names 
Have Been Connected With Deals in 
Sugar Stock Mantfest No Ooncern— 
The Probe to Be Pushed Into the 
Bribery Charges. 


Wasnhinoron, D. C., May 19.—The Senate 
Investigating Committee has determined to 
hold ite hearings in secret, much to the sur- 
prise of a large number of people who had 
been led to expect from the statements made 
by Senator Gray of Delaware yesterday, who 
ig ite chairman, that all tae witnesses would 
be publicly examined. Senator Gray ex- 
plained to-day that the committee had taken 
this action solely witha view to making the 
investigation more thorough. He said that, 
at first glance, the committee was inclined 
to believe that the hearings should be held 
with open doors, Dut after canvassing the 
suggestion in all its bearings, it was decided 
thatthe inquiry would be made more com- 
piete by examining the witnesses in private. 

One reason for this conclusion, said 
Senator Gray, is found im the probability 
that weexpect to get many clews from the 
witnesses who may be testifying, ana we 
fear that the publication of the facts would 
defeat the ends of justice. 

The secret hearings arg believed to bea 
sort of concession to senator Gray, who, ap- 
preciating the personal pharacter of the 
whole proceedings, “as at! first reluctant to 
serve as chairman of thé committee. The 
committee will be called upon to ask ques- 
tions ofa very delicate nature, touching, as 
they may, upon the private character 
of Senators and others, and it is thought 
that this fact had much weight with the 
committee in deciding upon star chamber 
proceedings. It is promisea, though that a 
complete stenographic report of te pro- 
ceedings will be made, which. will be given 
out for publication. Menibers of the com- 
mittee say this will show whether the final 
report, which will be made oy the commit- 
tee, is In accordance with the testimony 
taken. 

The character of the members of the In- 
vestigating Committee is generally accepted 
as a guarantee that the investigation will be 
conducted ina thorough manner and that 
the lines of questioning of witnesses will not 
be affected by the standing of the Senators 
whose names have been connected with the 
charges Of speculation. Withall this assured, 
strangely enough, it is not generally believed 
that the inquiry will result in disclosing any 
direct proof of stock jobbing during the pen- 
dency ofthe tariff bill before the Finance 
Committee. 

A SERIOUS DRAWBACK. 

In the first place the committee, no matter 
how searching its investigation may be, 
will be seriously handicapped by the fact 
that it cannot punish witnesses for con- 
tempt. A Congressional investigating com- 
mittee attempted to stretch the law on this 
point a few years ago, with the result that a 
witness who had been locked up in a com- 
mittee-room, succeeded in mulcting the 
Governmert to the extent of $27,000. With 
this precedent it is difficult to see how the 
committee will succeed in forcing the repre- 
sentatives of the Sugar Trust to reveal any 
of the facts touching upon the several 
provisions of the resolutions ot inquiry. The 
Sugar Trusthas already refused to furnish 
the Government with any statistics about 
the extent of its businessand the corporate 
agreement under which it was organized. 
Attorney-General Olney, with the anti-trust 
law behind him, failed to bring the trust to 
book by proceedings in court, and as the 
committee is not invested with any author- 
ity like that conferred by the anti-trust 
statues, it will be exceedingly dificult to 
force the heads of the trust to make any dis- 
closures. It is a matter of general comment 
that those Senators whose names have fig- 


ured more or less in the charges of specula- 
tion are manifesting no concern about the 
investigation. 

No one imagines that any Senator, with 
the exception of Mr. McPherson, who made 
the admission in the Senate, has carried on 
any sugar stock transactions in his own 
name, and itis generally believed that the 
stock jobbing has been done through the or- 

anigation of a pool controlled by the trust. 

f course, this could not be confirmed except 
py references to the books of the trust bros - 
ers, or by admissions of the trust’s repre- 
sentatives on the stand. The trust people 
cannot be reached under the authority con- 
ferred on the committee, and for this reason 
it is the general impression that the commit- 
tee will fail to bring to light any sensation 
and direct testimony Og on this feature 
of the scandal.

FORMER INQUIRIES. 
Very seldom in recent years have — — 
Committees been called on to investigate

Alexander Caldwell, a Senator from as, 
resigned before a vote could be reached on a 
resolution reported by a select committee 
appointed to investigate charges of bribery 
in big election. They had agreed to a report 
Goctaring the seat vacant. About this time 
Senator Pomeroy, also from Kansas, was 
under investigation, but the charges were 
not sustained, In Maren, 1873, a committee 
investigated Senator Patterson of New 
Hampshire on similar charges, but 
term expired before the investigation was 
ended. s wanted it continued, but the 
Senate declined on the ground that they 
could not investigate a man who is nota 
member of the Senate. The last investig3- 
tion related to the second election of Senator 
Ingalls of Kansas in 1879. After a long exam- 
ination the committee reported that there 
was no evidence that Mr. Ingalls bribed any- 
one or that he knew of any attempts of 
bribery having been made. Since then, when 
Senator Hayne of Ohio was elect- 
ed, the Republicans of that State 
appealed to the Senate to investi- 
gete charges of bribery in the election. 
he Senate Committee denied the petition. 
The Ohio Republicans were indignant and 
speaking chiefly through the Cincinnati 
Commercial Gazette, they bitterly attacked 
certain Republican Senotors, including Teil- 
ler, Logan and Evarts, for their votes in op- 
sition to the investigation. Shortly after 
resident Harrison nominated. Mr. Halstead 
to be Minister to Germany and after the bit- 
ter contest the Senate rejected the nomiaa- 
on. 


MOVING INTO THE RIVER. 


The Big Landslide Endangering Valaa- 
ble Property i= Cincinnati. 


CINCINNATI, O., May 19.—The east end land 
slide has moved aninch inthe past twenty- 
four hours, owing to the heavy rain. Twenty 
houses are now deluged and as many more 


are endangered. Mrs. Lynch’s house has 
moved about nine inches, and the whole 
property is gradually moving toward 
the bottom of the hill. Contractor Mullen 
recently built ten new houses on Columbia 
avenue, near Collins avenue. All these 
houses have moved, some of them several 
inches, while the foundations, which are 
of heavy stone, are cracked in many 
places. Collins avenue is still sliding 
and in many places the houses are cracked. 
Further east on Columbia avenue, is another 
bad slide. It begins about Fulton avenue and 
stretches east for several blocks. It issimilar

Going at Full Speed Two Trains 
Collide in a Tunnel. 


Many Injured and Some of the Bodies 
Still in the Wreck. 


THE ACCIDENT OCCURRED IN KEN- 
TUCKY, WEAR PRINORTON. : 


Ons ofthe Trains Was a Freight and the 
Other Carried a Work Crew~Bither 
the Conductor or the Flagman Was at 
Fault— Names of the Dead-—Casualty 


List. 


Prrmrozeton, Ky., May 19.—A Chesapeake, 
Ohio 4 Southwestern freight train, in 
charge of Conductor Kinkle,ran into a gravel 
train in Standing Rock Tunnel, ten miles 
East of here at 9:30 this morning. Seven men 
on the gravel train were Killed and severa 
injured, The dead are: 

James Crissr, Oovington, Ky., head 
crushed, 

Boss BuTier of West Point, Ky. ,chest and 
‘head crushed, 

R. L. Bow, Padacah, jaws crushed. 

Jon ConpREY, Mayfield, Ky. ,not yet taken 
from wreck. 

Joun B. Duncan, Dulaney, Ky., crushed to 
death. 

GEoRGR WHITEHEAD Of Paducah, skull 
crushed, 

CorpvucTror Nick Hitt of Paducah, head 
crushed. 

Six ofthe bodies have been brought here 
and prepared for burial. 

The collision was dus either to the careless- 
ness of the flagman of the worktrain or to 
Conductor Hill, who was killed. The flag 
man was left at Dawson, two miles away to 
‘stop trains while the work train could make 
the siding and he claims that he gave orders | 
as he received them. When the collision oc- 
curred the work train was backing 
the tunnel to make a siding a few yards be- 
vond. 

Conductor Hm and all the killed and in 
jured were on the rear car. From 
here it Is hard to say who is to blame for the 
accident as Conductor Hill was Killed and no 
one knows what his orders to his fagmen 
were. 

Eleven flat and box cars were piled te- 
gether in the rear, making access to the 
wreck almost impossible. Only one man’s | 
voice could be heard—that of John Condrey 
calling in the most pitiful manner for help. 
None could reach him, and a short time 
afterwards his cries were still. Drs. 
Miller and McNarry went to the 
wreck from this place on a special train. A 
wrecking train was put to work at both ends 
and to-night the bodies were reached with 
the exception of that of Condrey. 

A singular circumstance noted is that all 
of the men had their heads crashed and with 
two exceptions were almost uninjured in 
any other way. 


FIERCE FLAMES IN AKRON, 


The Business Part of the City Threat- 
ened With Destruction.

The planing mill of Weary, Snyder & Wil- 
cox and the two livery stables of Charles 
Delta and Edward Insander were ‘burned. 
Besides these the brick block of B. F. Crum- 
rin and brick warehouse of Herrick & 
Son were destroyed and several other large 
blocks were damaged badly. The heavy

Valentine Dell, Employe of the Southern 
Express Co., Wasted in Memphis. 


Valegtine Dell, a young man ears old, 
who untill recently was employed in the 
capacity of private secretary for Supt.

W. Agee of the Southern press Co., at 
Memphis, Tenn., was arrested last evening 
by Officer Horstman of the Central District at 
108 North Broadway, where he was stopping.

ONE AND THE SAME PERSON, 


The Identity of Thomas A. Harris and 
Thomas A. Ballantyne. 


hansSas City, Mo., May 19.~—It is now de- 
yond question that Thomas A. Harris, during 
the boom one of the best known men in Kan- 
sas City, and Thomas A. Ballantyne of Lon- 
donderry, Ireland, were the same person, In 
the suit of Mrs. Martha Ballantyne, the 
man’s first wife, who was married to him in 
Ireland a quarter ofa century ago, against 
the Phillips Investment Co. for a dower in- 
terest in real estate conveyed to it by 


her husband, a formal stipulation was 
entered into to-day by the attorneys for 
both sides admitting the identity of 
Harris and Ballantyne. During 
very extensive operations in Kansas City 
real estate. Harris, or Ballantyne, as you 
will, was the owner at one time or another of 
avast amount of property. Mrs. Ballan- 
tyne, inasmuch as her husband had married 
again under the name of Harris, did not join 
with her husband in signing deeds when any 
ot this property was solid, and she therefore 
claims a dower interest in all the ground 
ever owned by him in Kansas City. The 
titles toallofthis property are now clouded 
by Mrs. Ballant ne's sult. 

Harris’ piace of nativity was Londonderry, 
Ireland, there at an early age he 
married a young woman of medium circam- 
stances ana several children were born to 
them. In 1859 he disappeared from his home 
in Ireland and not until abouta year ago did 
his wife have the least information concern- 
ing her husband. Harris’ name in Ireland 
was Ballantyne, Dut when he came totnis 
country he became T. A. Harris. 

When the civil war broke out he enlisted 
and rose totherank or Captain. He drifted 
from one occupation to another and about 
1885 enter Kansas City, as a 
day laborer. on the Kansas City 
Belt Rallway and afterward foreman of 
a construction gang. Then he began to spec- 
alate in town lots. In a few weeks he was a 
man of wealth; @ capitalist, they called him. 
He an officer of tne 84 Kegiment, 

rojected the Northeast Street Rallwäy, was 
President of the Exposition company and 
owner of innumerable pieces of property 
in various arts of the city, But 
with the reaking of the boom 
Harris’ prosperity ended. When he left 
the city he was almost as penniless as when 
he entered it. Two years later he died in 
New York. During hie stay in Kansas City 
Capt. Harris lived with his second wife, to 
whom he was married in Canada. She was 
Miss Lizzie Oorliss,and now lives in New 
York. She knew nothing of the man’s frst 


marriage.

BILLS OF GREAT IMPORTANCE SLUM- 
-4SBRING IN PIGRON HOLES. 


Bland’s Coinage Committee Seems to 
Have Gone Out of Business—State 
Bank Tax Repeal Makes No Head- 
Wary Despite the Activity of Mr. 
Springer — Many Measures Which 
Should Become Laws Laid on the 
Shelf-An Off Day on Tariff in the 
Senate. 


Wasuiktetor, D. O., May 19.—The tariff 
guestion has so absorbed the minds of Con- 
gressmen that apparently nothing else is 


thought of, and ali other questions of legisla- 


tion seem to sink into insignificance beside 
the discussion of the Wilson bill. Eight or 
nine months ago President Cleveland 
brought Congresstogether at the demand of 
the people for the purpose of repealing the 
purchase clause of the Sherman act, and 
everywhere that was felt to be the sine qua 
non of the prosperity of the country. All the 
orators who took partinthe long debate on 
both sides. predicted and promised that 
as soon as business prosperity should be re- 
stored Congress would promptly enact all 
the financial legislation nocessary to pre- 
venta Uke state of affairs and leave the 
Government always in a position to main- 
tain its credit and keep its reserve fund 
intact. Apparently these promises have 
been forgotten, for Congress has now been 
in regular session nearly six months and 
none of them has been kept and none at- 
tempted to de kept. Instead all eyes are 
turned onthe Senate, where thetarif® is 
making crab-like headway. The stoppage of 
the silver purchase did not revive 
business, for apparentiy it is in as 
unsatisfactory a state as ever. Now it ts the 
tari that is blamed and to the Senate the 
wiseacres point people who ere asking for 
relief. There is no reason why the House 
should not promptly prepare the various 
propositions of financial legislation which 
were promised at the extra session of Con- 
gress, and which have been indicated by 
the bills which have been introduced and re- 
ferred tothe appropriate committees. But 
no signs of life are anywhere to be seen. 

The Committee on Colnage seems to have 
gone out of business, although its Chair- 
man, Mr. Bland, has just won a great vic- 
tory by carrying the Missouri convention for 
free colnage, though without fixing the 
ratio at which thisisto be accomplished. 
Mr. Blandis still away and the doors of his 
committee-room remain locted. Some time 
ago, after the President’s veto, it was an- 
nounced that the committee was about to 
pass an amended bill withthe approval of 
Secretary Carlisle and the President, provid- 
ing for the coinage of the seigniorage. But 
since nothing whatever has been heard on 
the subject. 

BANK TAX REPEAL. 

The Committeé on Banking, which is pre- 
sided over by Mr. Springer, has a list of bills 
as long as that stateman’s leg, which, early 
inthe session it promised to place on the 
statute books at an early day. The chair. 
man has not faltered in the case, but some 
one else has, for noone has heardof the 
proposed legislation, although it is under- 
stood that the committee is onthe point of 
bringing upthe dill for repealing the 10 per 
cent tax on State bank issues. Mr. Springer 
has been tryingforsome time to get the bill 
before the House, but has been disappointed 
by the pressure of appropriation Dilis that 
are now following one another in 
rapid succession, but is confident 
of being able to secure recrxgnition 
for his motion on Wednesday. He has pre- 
pareda very elaborate speech going over 
the whole question of legislation on the bank- 
ing institutions from their birth. An inter- 
esting exhibit to 8 the speech will 
be a collection of all the different bills issued 
by banks, including the famous wild cat 
money, which, by the way, the opponents of 
the bill say Will follow the repeal of the 10 
percenttax. The threatened depletion of 
the gold reserve caused by the heavy exports 
of zold does not seem to give the Treasury 
officiais the same degree of concern that it 
did a few months ago, chiefly because it is 
now conceded that the Secretary of the 


Treasury has power to keep this reserve in- 
tact by the manipulation ofthe vast sums of 
money in his charge. 

The most important eonsideration that en- 
ters into this subject, however, is based on 
the recent estimate of the Treasury Depart- 
ment Of the effect on the revenues of the pas- 
sa he tariff dill in the shape that it will 
be in enthe amendments of the Finance 
Committee are adopted.

The sugar schedule is the next but one 
after the metal schedule, and when that is 
reached there is certain to be a 
lively | time isis not known as 
yet what effect the Lodge investigation 
will have on the prompt consideration of 
this schedule. ‘The proposition may de made 
to pass it over until after the investigation 
has been concluded. But regardless of what 
action may be taken on the point or what the 
investigation may deveiop, nothing seems to 
be more certain at this time than that the 
tariff when it is returned to the House will 
contain a tax on sugar. The terms of the 
trust may be modified, and especially with 
regard ta the clause fixing January I as the 
time for the schedule to go into effect, but 
the fact thatthe votes of the two Louisiana 
Senators are essentialto the passage of the 
bill, and that they cannot be obtained with. 
out a concession is made to sugar, settles the 
question of a tax of some kind satisfactory 
tothem. The statement has more than once 
been made that the test will come on sugar. 
If that is their only hope of defeating the 
bill the Republicans would do well to let the 
vote be taken at ones. 

LEADERS HOPEFUL. 


The Democratic leaders are very hopeful 
now of their ability to pass the bill by the 
middle of June without having to resort to 


any unusual methods. They are not de- 
ceived byſthe present complaisancy of the ke- 
publicans, but their own discipline is excel 
lent, and they are preparing for any renewal 
of fillbustering tactics. Every Democratic 
Senator but Mr. Hill, who is not in town, is 
pledged to promptand faithful attendance 
dering the whole of the debate and this set- 
tles the important question of a quorum. 

Mr. Hill will be in his seat on Monday, after 
an absence of ten days. His atfitude toward 
the bill has probably not changed, 
but the situation during his ab- 
sence has slightly changed. He no 
longer holds the key to the problem. The 
latest concessions of the Finance Committe 
have been 80 liberal, the ‘*‘Conservatives’’ 
are now the most enthusiastic men in the 
Democratic line, and he will have several 
weeks in which to decide as to the profitable- 
ness of flocking all by himself as a Democrat 
when the vote is taken.

It shows that it is questionable whether 
Plates as thick as 18 inches can be safely har- 
veyized, and indicates that the makers ot 
guns and armor-piercing shells are still a 
long ways ahead of the manufacturers of 

Armor plates. The group represented by the 
plate demolished to-day will not be 
rejected until another plate has been 
tested, and the makers are hopeful that the 
second test piece will make a good record, as 
ie claimed that the specimen fired at to- 
Gey was known to be inferior by reason of 
internal cracks. 

The test was witnessed by a half hundred 
naval officers and experts, who made the 
trip from the Navy Yard to the proving 
ground at Indian Head on the Government 
tug Triton. In the party were Capt. Samp- 
son, Chief of the Bureau Of Naval Ordnance; 
Commander Cook, Lieutenant-Commander

THE TRIAL. 


The party arrived at 11:40, and preparations 
were at once made for firing the Dig 12- 
inch gun at the test plate. The proving 
grounds are on the left bank of the Potomac, 
the guns being mounted at tlie base of the 
hilis on one side and the plates attached to 
backing and set up on edge at the foot of the 
opposite hillside. After taking a glance at 
the big rife Capt. Sampson and his party 
walked across the little valley and gave the 
big plate a critical inspection.

In a little while Capt. Newton came 
out and escorted me into the mill, The 
members of the doard were sittigg at the 
Government Inspectors’ office. They had 
their stenographer and Mr. Hun cker’s 
stenographer sat alongside him. ‘The others 
in the room were Vice-Chairman Hunsicker, 
Lieut. Wilner, Chief Government oy 
Lieut. Howard, the Inspector with whom 
had worked, and Lawyer Wallace. I had 
never seen Mr. Wallace before. Capt. Samp- 
son did not have my original amdavit, 
but a copy of a newspaper was 
spread on the table before him, 
This eontained an exact copy of the 
affidavit, I was sworn and then Capt. Samp- 
son began to ask me auestions. His manner 
was very harsh and abrupt, and several 
times I was on the point of refusing to 
answer him. He seemed a great deal more 
anxious to make me tell what my motives 
in writing the affidavit were and why l left 
the comany’s employ last April than to get 
at the facts. I told him once or twice I 
thought the facts in my affidavit were the 
important things to get at and that I wanted 
to substantiate eve statement I had made, 
Capt. Sampson continued to ask me all sorts 
of personal questions and I believed he was 
purposly trying to confuse and anger me. 
At last I blurted out, See. here, zentlemen, it 
looks as though you are trying to makea 
fool of me.’ 

Jo mx amazement Capt. Sampson re- 
plied: ‘Ofcourse we are. That is what we 
are here for.’ I bad supposed that the mem- 
bers ofthe board were in the positions of 
judges on the bench. ‘They took the post- 
tion of lawyers trying to break down my 
testimony. Lieut. Howard sat in the chair 
beside me and reddened up a good deal as 1 
told of the inferior bolts and rejected screws 
which I worked oft on him, and of the mat- 
ter which he allowed me to stamp defore it 
had been treated. One question Capt. Samp- 
son asked me was: ‘Do you know that the 
boltsare any worse for being treated after 
they are turned instead of fore.” Ian- 
swered that the Government Inspectors in 
my department always required the treat- 
ment first, and that when this was not done 
we had to precties trickery to make them De- 
lieve it had been done. Another question he 
asked was, Do you know positively that it 
injures a bolt to bammer it, in order to make 
it longer or narrower in the head?’ 

**l answered by saying that this sort of 
work was always done at night, when the 
Government inspector was not present, and 
that Mr. Montgomery, our foreman, im- 
pressed on us the necessity for doing this 
work unknown to the inspectors. I told the 
board that every word in my affidavit was 
true, and that I was prepared to prove every 
statement, I told them that in some cases [ 
could not De positive about certain dates and 
figures, but theselonly claimed to give as 
closely as I could remember them. Oapt. 
Sampson wanted to Know if I had any wit- 
nesses to substantiate my statements, and I 
told him to call Mr. Hadley, who is foreman 
ofthe tool shop. I was made to leave the 
room when he was examined, and of course 
had no chance to question him about the 
crooked work of which he had knowledge. 
Hadley told the board that he made the sub- 
stitute templets which I used in decetving 
the inspector, Mr. Howard. Then I was 
brought back agd Capt. Sampson said sharp- 
ly: ‘Have you any more witnesses?’ 

‘*T could geta dozen men who would be 
forced to back up every wordll said ifI were 
only allowed to ask them questions. I told 
them to send for Hampson, who runs a lathe 
in the bolt room. After they had gone for 
him Superintendent Corey put his head in 
the room and cailed Mr. Hunsicker out. 
They whispered together a few minutes, and 
then Hunsicéer came back, In a few min- 
utes I was told I was excused, and the head 
clerk of the armor plate department was sent 
to escort me out ofthe mill. He walked with 
metothe fence and passed me out ofthe 
gate. I had no opportunity to see Hampson, 
or ask him questions. ne knew all about t 
crooked work. It was under his lathe that/I 
used to hide the bolts Lieut. Howard re- 
jected until we gota chance to doctor them 
up and fooled him into anrcepting them. 1 
was certainly treated very unfairly by Capt. 
Sampson’s. board, I had no opportunity 
to question the men whose evidence 
would have backed up every word of my 
story. The questions asked of me were not 
calculated to bring out facts, but to rattle 
me,andlbelleve they were put with that 
purpose. It seems very funny to me that the 
Government Inspectors, who are certainly 
placed in a very bad light by all this ex- 
posure, should have privileges before the 
board which are denied to a man making 
charges and anxious to prove them.’’

The plan was to go to the wreck and take a 
line back to the tug or tothe shore, as might 
seem more feasible. Thecrew of the Shupe 
are all alive on board. The schooner lies 
easy. 

The bodies of the brave men who attempt- 
ed the rescue have not yet been found. In 
an interview Dan Lynn, the only one who 
was saved alive from the ill-fated 
yawl, said that the boat bevame caught 
in orunderatimber which projected from 
the side of the schooner, and when the wave 
came it forced the boat over almost instant- 
ly. Allofthe men started to swimto shore, 
but they disappeared one by one, while a 
large crowd on shore who were watching 
them, were unable to render any assistance. 
Great praise is due to Capt. Oox 
of the Thompson and to the (Iife- 
saving crew. The Thompson has made four 
trips out into thelake inthe attempt to 
rescue the crew of the Shupe. The waves 
were running mountaia high, driven by a 
gale of forty miles an hour and 
no large steamer dared venture out 
The Thompson which is a powerful 
tus, could make only five miles an hour 
into the gale. In view of the various disas- 
ters which have occurred inthis end of the 
lake during recent years, fa movement will 


probably be made to get a Mfe-saving station 
established near Lakeport. 


WATCHING DESTRUCTION. 


Thousands of People on the Lake Shore 


at Chicago. 

CuIcaGo, III., May 19.—The lake shore to- 
day was covered with thousands of peo- 
ple who watched the destruction 
of a craft that had deen beach- 
eaq during the storm of yesterday 
and last night. At Twenty -seventh 
street the McLaren was being 
pounded to pieces fifty yards from 
the shore and her destruction will be com- 
plete before the surf quiets. 

The body of Joseph Stelan, mate, was still 
on the wreck. He was killed yesterday on 
the vessel by falling spars. 

Three wrecks were röllins in the breakers 
at Twenty-fifth street. The Thompscn has 
stood the strain fairly well and will not 
be broken to pieces by the waves. Noth- 
ing but the bow of the Evening Star 
remained after the heavy sea of the night. 
A few feet away the ghattered hulk of the 
Mercury was rapidly golug to pieces and 
will be a total loss. 

Halfamile from shore off Twenty-second 
street two vessels were laboring in the sea. 
One was thought to be the D. 8. Aus- 
tin, commanded by Capt. Oassidy and 
manned by a crew of six. Four men 
could be seen in the rigging. The vessel was 
apparently in little danger of destruction. 
About 200 yards farther another and smalier 
schooner was riding out the storm. Hercon- 
dition appeared worse and the indications 
were that she was waterlogged. 

The twenty-seven men onthe north crib 
who were unable to reach land last night, 
hauled down their distress signal to-day and 
signaled that they were allright. The men at 
the othercribs telephoned that they were 
safe. 

The schooner Goodwin, which was re- 
ported to have gone ashore at Thirteenth 
street early to-day, succeeded in clearing 
the beach, an is riding safely at 
anchor. When reached by the life-savers 
the crew refused to go ashore, asserting that 
all danger was st. The vessel off Twenty- 
second street, thought to be waterlogged, 
was identified as the Morning Star. 

Two bodies were recovered from the lake 
this afternoon near Fifty-fiifth street. Both 
were evidently those of sailors and one was 
identified by papers as B. Thompson. 

One resuit of the storm was the destruction 
of the old cottonwood tree which stood on 
Eighteenth street and in the shade of which 
the terrible Fort Dearborn massacre was 
perpetrated by the Indians Aug. 16, 1812. 

The locating of the life-saving crew at 
Jackson Park was severely criticised by vel- 
sel men to-day, and it was asserted that had 
the crew been at the mouth of the river, the 
loss of life yesterday would have avoid- 
ed. The crew was sent to Jackson Park dur-

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A QUESTION OF RIGHT. 

The Hon. Abram 8. Hewitt correctly ae- 
scribed the ‘‘right to get rich’’ as the 
essence of individual liberty, but in his 
haste to justify the accumulation of 


view of the question, the governing prin- 
ciple in fact, the establishment of which 
renders his defense of the right wholly un- 
necessary. 

The right to get rich in its true sense is 
merely the right to have and enjoy the 
fruits of the labor of one’s brains and 
hands. There is nothing more to it and it 
is a fundamental right. It secures to a 
man the use and free disposal of all 
that he can make by bis toil, 
skill and intelligence, except what his 
obligation to support the Government 
whose benefite he enjoys may require him 
to pay. Butit secures him no more, and 
this is the important point that Mr. 
Hewitt overlooks. He is entitled to take 
nothing which justly belongs to another. 
The right involves both liberty and the 
necessary limitation arising from the 
rights of others. 

There would be no hostility to the 
right to get rich for Mr. Hewitt to combat 
ifthe right were not abusedin the get- 
ting of richesat the expense of others. 
The cause of allthe honest hostility to 
wealth is found in ill-gotten wealth and 
unjust methods of increasing Wealth. When 
men see wealth accumulated by the twist- 
ing of the law to injustice, by the greedy 
and tyrsnnous use of power and advant- 
age or by thecorruption of courts and 
Legislatures they are naturally led to view 
allaccumulation of surplus wealth with 
suspicion and fear. 

There is no right to get rich by legalized 
robbery, monopoly privilege, trust com- 
bination or legislative decree. When these 
are swept away the true right will not be 
questioned and there will be no occa- 
sion to question it. The enjoyment of 
wealth will not be clouded by the threats 
of hosts of starving wretches. 
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WASHINGTON 6QUARE. 

The title to this important property has 
been the subject of discussion, more or 
less, for many years past. The purchase 
was made by the late John F. Darby, then 
Mayor of the city, and is set out in all its 
details in ‘‘Darby’s Recollections,’’ page 
276. He as Mayor sent a special message 
to the Council urging the propriety and 
absolute necessity of purchasing public 
parks and squares while land was yet low 
and, could be obtained.“ He took an 
active and personal part in making the 
bargain. 

The ordinance provides that the ground 
shall be forever a public square, for the 
use of the citizens of St. Louis, and on no 
plea or pretext whatever shall it be di- 
yerted from the purposes for which it 
is intended; and to make this declaration 
irrevocable, the deed of purchase shall 
guarantee to the seller, his heirs and as- 
signs, as woll as to the citizens of St. 
Louis, that it shall be a public square for 
the use of the citizens of St. Louis forever. 
The said public square, when it shall bee 
come the property of the city, shall be 
kept under such regulations as from time 
to time the City Council may deem 
proper.’’ 

The city covenants in the deed, which 
was executed by Darby as Mayor, with 
Smith and his heirs, in pursuance of the 
provisions of the ordinance, that the 
ground shall be a public square for the 
use of the citizens of St. Louis forever. 


- | Darby’s statement is verified by Edward 


Brooks, Thomas H. West and Samuel 
Gaty, members of ‘the Council that passed 
the ordinance in 1840. 

The decisive question in the case is 
whether the term ‘'public square’’ as used 
in the deed and ordinance means a public 
park, and if so, whether the building of 
tlie City Hall over a large partof it is « 
Givergion of the use of so much of the 
publi€ square and therefore a violation of 
| the covenant with Smith and his heirs. 

The plaintiffs have already filed a great 
number of ordinances showing that tne 
olty for thirty years past has treated the 
a¢ @ public park, and laim

it should on no ples or pretext whateoever 
be diverted from the purposes for which it 
was intended, and that the covénant with 
Smith should be made for the very pur- 
pose of making this restriction on ite use 
irrevocable, plainly mean that the public 
equare should be used only as & public 
park and not for municipal or business 
purposes, The city has given a good deal 
of evidence proving that the place was no 
longer useful as a park. Against this the 
plaintiffs rely on the express and peculiar 
language declaring what the uses shall be 
and that the covenant with Smith was 
made in order that the use should be per- 
petual and irrevocable. 

The plaintiffs don’t claim any damages 
or ask any money judgment. They ask « 
decree to demolish the City Hall, vest the 
property in them and put them in posses- 
sion. 

For the city it is contended that the use 
of part of the square asa City Hall site 1s 
one of the public uses to which public 
parks are frequently devoted, and does not 
abolish the use for park purposes; that 
the power conferred on the City Council to 
regulate the use of the square included the 
power to improve it with a two-million 
dollar building for public purposes. 

As the plaintiffs offer to give the city a 
quitelaim or clear title to the land for $30,- 
000 when it is worth millions, they do not 
seem to be very confident of getting pos- 
session of it, and the only reason why 
Oity Counselor Marshall favors the pur- 
chace of their claim is that the city would 
thus be able to sell the property at some 
future time for private building purposes, 
and more for it than several times the 
cost of a new Oity Hall.

SCOTCH sTORIES. 


The success of Rev. 8. R. Orockett’s 
stories is explained on various grounds, 
but the most obvious and perhaps the 
sufficient reason of their success is that 
they are Scotch. 

Itis a noteworthy fact that the most 
popular talesand ballads inthe English 
language are Scotch; nor, with Burns in 
mind, is there much risk in adding that 
the most popular poetry in English is also 
Scotch. 

Perhaps one reason for this as far as 
America is concerned is that we are 
more Scotch than English. It might be 
said, too, that in language and habits the 
Lowland Scotch themselves are more 
English than the English. It ie along the 
Scotch border that the original Anglo- 
Saxon survived longest and it is there that 
the most striking traces of him are still to 
be found—uniless, indeed, we except the 
mountains df Kentucky and Tennessee and 
the Bald Knob region of Missouri, which 
are merely the Scottish border transplant- 
ed to this side of the Atlantic. 

Mest Americans who call themselves 
Anglo-Saxons have a great deal of Low- 
land Scotch bloodin them, and it is quite 
certain that if among their ancestors of that 
strain all had been hanged who deserved it, 
it could not have failed to make a marked 
difference in posterity. Brawlers and 
robbers, for whom cattle-stealing was a 
profession and arson an amusement, the 
North Saxons became the most interesting 
because they were the most unruly and 
uncivilized of the family. 

They say that at the sametime every 
year sea-gulls fly from the Gulf of Mexico 
to certain salt marshes near the head- 
waters of the Mississippi, because thous- 
ands of years ago, when there was not yet 
a man on earth, there was a sea there, over 
which flew the ancestors of the gulls that 
fly there now. Perhaps it is through a 
similar atavism that we like Scotch 
stories. 
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ENGLAND TAUGHT BY AN AMERICAN. 


Capt, Alfred T. Mahan might say with 
Byron, **I awoke one morning and found 
myself famous;’’ but, unlike the great 
poet, the greatest of naval writers went 
away from home to find his fame. It is 
quite safe to say that, until very recently, 
even his name was unknown to the vast 
majority of his own countrymen, while 
only avery small number of those who 
knew hie name had read his books. It was 
left to England to discover the phenom- 
enal ability and achievement of Mahan, 
and proclaim them to the world in no un- 
certain fashion. The London Times—‘ ‘Sir 
Oracle,’’ until whose mouth is open no 
British dog may dare to bark—has said 
that ho has effected a revolution in the 
study of naval history, like that effected 
by Copernicus in the study of astron- 
omy,’’ and that his conception of sea 
power ‘‘now constitutes the whole basis of 
our naval thinking.’’ Such praise as this, 
coming from the recognized organ of pub- 
lic opinion in the first naval nation of the 
world, is the highest possible praise. 

The Influence of Sea Power Upon His- 
tory’’—which may be taken as the title of 
Capt. Mahan’s three volume work—pre- 
sents probably few really new facta. It is 
the logical connection of these facts, and 
their indisputable effect in the develop- 
ment of historical events of supreme im- 
portance, which constitutes the nov- 
elty of this

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CONCERNING FORESIGHT. 

**The man who sees two centuries ahead 
of him,’’ says Balzac, nas an igno- 
minious death, is loaded with the impre- 
cations of the people; or what seems worse 
to me, he lives lashed with the whips of | 
ridicule.’’ 

If this is true, foresight is a poor busi- 
ness and prophecy a worse. If it is not 
true, all the poets and prophets have been 
mistaken since the time Homer wrote of 
Cassandra—a very real character, who 
stood for Homer’s self when he was being 
laughed at as a blind old fool for telling 
people what they did not wish to learn. 

It seems to be the crowning mystery of 
the. highest genius and of the highest 
goodness that those who possess them are 
somehow raised by them beyond the limi- 


past and future of human nature are one 
to them; where with clear vision they can 
see what men have been and what they 
shall be. Then if they come down from 
the pinnacle of this temple, from the top 
of this exceeding high mountain, to try to 
force on their generation the knowledge 
they have gained there, they are either 
crucified, or—what seemed worse to Bal- 
zac—ridiculed. 

The man who finds out things 200 
or 300 years ahead of his generation does 
not come so often, however, that many of 
us need be greatly alarmed at the prospect 
of the inconvenience our foresight is likely 
to cause us. The man who does come of- 
ten; the man whom every generation has 
with it, is the one who sets up as a prophet 
and reformer not because of what he knows 
but because of what he has never learned 
or even suspected. 

Most proposed reforms are simply at- 
tempts to give new trial to old mistakes— 
a process which has progress in it because, 
in politics and in everything else, people 
learn most where they suffer most. 

The false prophets we have always with 
us, but for prephecy of any kind the 
safest rule is that he prophecies best who 
prophecies least. To be popular and com- 
fortable, let him adjust the range of his 
foresight as close as need be to the tip of 
his nose.

„The Four Hundred adorn themselves 
and their houses for one another and not 
for readers of e newspapers, Mr. 
Thomas Wentworth Higginson tells ys in 
telling what he knows about the ‘* pangs 
of publicity. 

This is what the Four Hundred say 
about it at any rate, and perhaps it is 
true. Perhaps their vanity is flattered 
only by the applause or the envy of their 
own set. Perhaps they would really 
like to keep out of the newspapers, as they 
say. Perhaps they really believe they are 
as far removed in intellect and soul from 
the ‘‘ignobile vulgus’’ as they and their 
prophets would have us think. 

But even if it is true, no one is likely to 
believe a word of it. When a member of 
the Four Hundred sells his daughter to a 
vicious and diseased Russian Duke or 
Italian Prince who will probably beat her 
and certainly break her heart, he does it 
through exactly the same desire for pub- 
licity which influences Jack Shepherd 
when on his last night on earth he tells 
the reporters that they may rely on him to 
die game. 

Human nature does not change in the 
least because a manis rich enough to keep 
a footman in livery to turn away from his 
door ninety-nine in every hundred people 
who knock at it. No amount of exclu- 
siveness can change or refine human 
nature. Refinement comes from some- 
thing else—from something quite differ- 
ent. 

When an American hunts up a coat of 
arms and has it painted on his carriage 
panel; when he dresses his servants in 
the most conspicuous style; when he 
makes all the public display possible, it is 
publicity he is seeking, and he is the 
more, not the less, asnobfor denying it.

THE SAILOR’S FRIEND. 


Congressman Meyer Wants to Reorganiszse 
the Kavy. 


WasuHInGTON, D. C., Mar 17.—The activity 
of Representative Meyer of Louisiana in 
urging a reorganization of the personnel of 
the navy isearning for him the title of the 
Sallor’s friend.“ Mr. Meyer was instru- 
mental in securing the creation of a joint 
committee of the Senate and House to secure 
A reorganization of the navy, and he has 


since become an energetic member of that 
committee. He first tarned his attention to 
reorganizing the lower grades of the navy. 
He has drafted a bill for this purpose, which 
will be considered by the joint committee at 
a meeting to-day. One of the main features 
of Mr. Meyer's bill is in providing a means of 
steady advancement from the enlisted ranks 
up to a commission as officer. Mr. Meyer 
says the Old World navies provide for such 
advancement, but it is a singular feature of 
the American system that an enlisted sailor 
can never hope to gain a commission. The 
proposed bill creates a number of grades 
through which sallors may pass in a gradual 
advance toward commission, These include 
classes in ordnance, torpedoes, . 
Signals and helmsmen to de known as the 
military classes ofthe navy. Other classes 
are grouped as a civil staff and include 
classes vf pay and commission, steam en- 
gineering, mechanics, apothecaries and 
other civil branches. A method is provided 
by which asailor may pass through one or the 
other of these classes, and then, if under 35 
years of age, be sent toa school of instruc- 
tion, where he is prepared for examination 
fora commission in the navy. Five commis- 
sions as ensign areto be given annually in 
case there are vacancies over and above 
those filled from tue Naval Academy. Three 
Other commissions are to be granted an- 
naually to the civil corps of the navy. 

Another interesting feature of Mr. Meyer's 
pian of reorganization is that it divides all 
naval ships into divisions, the naval forces 
Into battalions, and then apportions the 
Ships and forces among six districts, into 
which the coasts of the United States are 
divided. The purpose of thisisto give each 
vessel and each omcer and sailor a perma- 
nent home port.

A BEAR’S TOOTH 


Which Mr. Fred Thomson Prises as a 
Mascot.

This bear’s toothis about an inch and a 
half long. It is about three-fourths its origi - 
nal size, and is worn smooth, and thus di- 
minished by the friction of having Deen car- 
riedin a pocket for the past thirty-seven 
years.

They founda 1 where he passed through 
the fence, and he and his little son Fred, 
armed with rifies, layin ambush one dark 
night. 

Ihe boy saw the bear first, ambling along 
and apparently as big as a calf, They both 
fired, the Dear yelled with pain and disap- 

rod in the darkness. They rushed after 

im toward asmall clump of pine trees, in 
the midst of which they almost ran into 
brain, for he was sitting In a little Drvok and 
whining and crying in great distress. They 
fired again, but the first shot had been a 
fatal one.

It was an enormous creature 
and had the extraordinary weight of 525 
pounds.

THAR THEIR GORILLA COUSING. -

During His Voluntary Caged Life in an 
African Forest He Learned Something 
ofthe Chimpanges Langtage—His r- 


forte at sociability—A Fascinating 
story. ö

By way of pretace let me say that my ex- 
periments in the African jungle have demon - 
strated that the chimpanzee has undoubted- 
ly the highest order of intellect of any ot the 
monkey tribe. Although physteally moch 
inferior to the gorilla, he is more intelligent 
and the language of the chimpanzee is as 
truly speech as the language of man, 

I have learned to talk with chimpanzees, 
to understana them and to be understood by 
them in a limited way upon a few subjects. I 
have made less progressin conversing with 
gorillas, for the reagon that it is extremely 
difficult to get at these powerful brutes. 
During the 120 days of my solitary existence 
in the African bush only twenty-two gorillas 
came within hailing distance of my steel 
cage, and many of these refased to lend 
themselves to my experiments, 

It is a curious fact that two words of the 
chimpanzee are two words of the native Af- 
rican—and one of them has the same mean- 
ing. To be understood Clearly by the apes I 
have found it necessary to reproduce with 
great exactness the tone of voice and inflec- 
tion they use. To successfully imitate cer- 
train words I have constracted instruments 
to produce modulations of sound, whichI 
could not do with my voice. And in making 
an alpda det ofthe Simian language 1 have 
for the same reason been compelled to adopt 
& number of new letters to represent sounds 
which cannot be expressed by the letters of 
any alphabet now in use. 

TWO INTERESTING PRTS. 

During my sojourn in the African bush I 
dad both a young gorilla and a chimpanzee 
at the same time. They were of about the 
same age, but it was my opinion without 


bias or partiality that the chimpanzee, 

Moses, was much more intelligent than 

Othello, my gorilla, although the latter was 

regarded by all whosaw him as one of the 

very handsomest specimens of hig race, 

—— le the former was only a fair average of 
8 


One thing with which I was particularly 
struck in the case of my 18 was his 
silent, stubborn character. rarely ever 
uttered a sound, but chief among the few 
that he did use was one which appeared to 
be a complaint. He was not playful or 
sociable, and so far as I observed, had not 
the slightest sense of gratitude. e would 
sit for hours In silence, and did not seem dis- 
pose to indicate his want of food, water or 
anything else, and I sometimes believed that 
be would starve rather than ask for food. 

Moses, the chimpanzee, on the other hand, 
would come every hour in the day to ask for 
something. He would not consent on any 
condition to be left alone, and for hours he 
would hang on the sides of my eage while I 
was writing, and from time to time would 
ask for food or drink. 

Apes in a wild state have a more fixed and 
definite language than domesticated animals 
of the highest order, for the reagon that 
they are not confounded by their associations 
with mankindandan attempt to learn his 
speech. AndlI Delleve that even monkeys 
in captivity are slightly influenced in their 
interpretation by their contact with man. I 
had held this opinion before I went to Africa 
and it was partly in view of this fact that 1 
did go there to pursue my studies. A great 
number of experiments that I tried during 
my visit there confirmed this theory. 

During this Journey to Africa I placed my 
iron cage in the heart of the forest on the 
south side of Lake Ferman Vas. This was 
a bout a mile anda half in a direct route from 
the nearest village. 


AN ATTEMPT AT CONVERSATION. 
One of the most interesting experiments 
that I had during my whole stay was an at. 
tempt to make friends with a chimpanzee. 
While sitting alone in my cage one day I dis- 


covered at a distance of a few yards a fine 
young chimpanzee, K an ed 4or5 years of 
age. When I first discovered him he was 
moving slowiy through the bush, and had 
not discovered my presence. waited 
patiently until he came within some 
twenty yards of me. He was plodding 
slowly om all fours, and appeared to be 
— on the ground for something to 
eat. should think he would weigh 
something near one hundred pounds; and, if 
standing erect, would have been nearly four 
feetin height. Before he saw me he pulled 
something from the ground which looked 
to me like a tender sprout of a plant that is 
found in the bush. He smelied it, bat did not 
eatit. He paused fora moment, holding it 
in his hand and looked around, and then he 
observed my presence. He dropped the pliant 
that he had and gave mea square, straight 
look. At the same time he reared himself 
slightly, but not lifting bis rigut hand from 
the ground. He did not appear alarmed, but 
rather surprised. 

In a moment ft occured to me to speak to 
him, I had already learned the sound which 
they use to call one another, as well as the 
sound which I interpret to mean their cry 
for food, The two sounds so closely resem- 
ble each other that it is only by the final 
accent that they can be distinguished by the 
human ear. ‘ihe word for food endsina 
breathing sound of h, and the vowel 
element is slightly prolonged. The call 
sound ends in an aspirate effect, and is 
much shorter in duration. In this instance 
I decided to use the word for food. Thisisa 
word of one syllable. It is not a grunt, but it 
is purely an oral sound, 

I had an excellent view of thig animal as he 
stood half erect, with his right hand resting 
on the ground, the other lifted some inches 
just as he had dropped the plant that he had 
plucked. Ue was standing at the further 
side of a small opening cut in the bush, and 
inaclearlight. It was bear the middle of 
the afternoon and everything Was perfectiy 
still, except now and then for the sound ofa 
bird. Moses, my pet chimpanzee, had wan- 
dered a little way from the cage and was not 
within view. I was sitting Dy my table 
smokinga pipe. I had just been writing, but 
when I discovered the presence of the animal 
I became motionless, When he discovered 
me he began to scrutinize me closely. He 
did not move a muscle, so far as ilcould see, 
except his eyes. The expression of his face 
was human-like and inquisitive. His com- 
pe was light mulatto. I submitted to 

is examination for some twenty or thirty 
seconds before I attempted to address him. 

Then J] uttered the sound which I bene ved 
to mean food. It produced no visible effect. 
He retained his attitude without the slightest 
change, and I could not detectany alteration 
in the expression of hisface. It did not ap- 
pear to increase nis surprise or produce 
alarm. A few seconds ela and I repeated 
the sound, this time a little louder. He re- 
mained unmoved, But at this instant Moses, 
from his covert in the bush, responded. * 

A few seconds 1 — and then I gave the 
sound for the third time. To this my strange 
visitor responded. I heard him utter: the 
sound and plainly saw him move his lips. He 
hesitated as if in doubt whether he should 
come nearer the cage or retreat. But he was 
not long in making up his mind, for he turned 
away and siowly. peared in the bush, 
almost at right angles from the course by 
which he had ap roached. The 
between him an oses, The latter di 
The chimpanzee 
disappeared in the bush after having been on 
tho scene perhaps a minute alto er. 

This experiment was thorou gratifyin 
to meiin several ways. th t ce 
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while In the native nguage 
„mother“ one Aw eee py 2— the 2 7 97 
and in severa ron ays. 
natives have observed this word being used 
by the chimpanzee, and the fact of its close 
resemblance to that in their own speech. 
Two or three times they have told me that 
the chimpanzee used the word in the same 
sense as the natives, and that this was the 
chimpanzee way of calling his mother. 

These are only afew of scores of experi- 
ments, and only a few out of a number of 
words that I have identified with compara- 
tive cértainty, I believe that under favor: 
able circumstances I can understand the 
chimpanzee or make him understand me 
quite distinctly. 

THE MONKEY TONGUE. 

The language of the chimpanzees meets 
their requirements and expresses all that 
they need to express in their conditions of 
life. Ido not believe that the speech of any 


species of ape or monkey is capable of much 
detail, but there is a difference in the ca- 
pacity of different types. While there is a 
deluge of talk about animals being capable 
of expressing emotion or desire and nothing 
more, yet these practically embrace the 
whole scope of human ~ ch, and 
the respect in which types of speech 
differ is in the capacity to express de- 
tall. I am convinced that the language 
of apes does this more fully than that of 
other animals. It not only suggests the de- 
sire, but in a measure qualifies it. The call 
of ‘the chimpanzee not only suggests to one 
that hears it the fact that a chimpanzee has 
made the sound, but italso conveys the idea 
of Come dere, ‘‘Goaway’’ or Beware. 
The sound for food is not merely a remote 
hint of something desired, but it specifies 
the thing desired, if not, indeed, the kind of 
thing desired. That is, I believe they have 
some sounds which may even mean ‘*fruit,’’ 
**flesh,’’ etc. 

The range of sounds made by domestic an- 
imals is very smallas compared with those 
made by apes and monkeys. Thereis little 
doubt in my mind that they have as many as 
thirty or forty words, and these may be var- 
led toa very great extent, it is difficultas 
yet to say how far. It is possible that many 
of their sounds I have never heard as yet, 
but I have already distinguished more 
sounds among them than I know of at the 
command of any other animal, notwith- 
standing my acquaintance with them is 
more limited. I had deduced these opinions 
from my studies before going to Africa, and 
my visit there confirmed many of my 
former ideas in this respect, 

In conclusion I wish to state that my 
journey to Africa was highly gratifying to 
me, in view ofthe fact nat many of my 
beliefs deduced from other sources were 
fully confirmed, and, while some of them 
were changed in the main, my observations 
gave me greater faith inthe possibilities of 
my subject. Aly zeal has been accélerated 
and my hopes ofa final solution of the great 
problem of speech are now greater than ever 
before.

STUBBORN STRIKERS. 


They Refuse to Allow a Mine Fire to Be

Tear them 
down,’’ etc. The operators are de- 
termined to have the fire ex- 
tinguished if they have to import men. 
If they do there will likely be trouble. The 
foreign miners are very not- headed and ter- 
ribly agitated. The English-speaking miners 
ars all in favor of putting out the fire, but 
they are in the minority.

* at His Homestead. 


THE MURDERER 6ENDS A BULLET INTO 
HIs OWN FRENZIED BRAIN. 


The House Was Fired to Destroy Evi- 
dence of the Crime—Mrs. Rundle Ner- 
rowly Escaped the Fate of Her Hus- 
band—Jealousy the Probable Cause. 


Nevapa, Mo., May 19.—There was a shoek- 
ing double tragedy enacted in the quiet little 
village of Rinehart this morning. 

William Perdue shot and almost instantly 
Killed A. W. ‘Rundle and then sent a bullet 
crashing into his own brain. 

Rinehart is Ofteen miles northeast of this 
place, and the first news of the crime was 
brought here to-night by J. H. Rinehart and 
Hon. J. H. Underwood, both of whom are 
prominent citizens of that village. 

STORY OF THE ORIME. 

"Squire Rinehart gave the following graphic 
account of the tragedy: 

About 7o’clock this morning two little 
sons Of A. W. Rundie came running into a 
neld where some men were at work on my 
farm and said that William Perdue had 
Killed their father, I got my revolver and 
started for the Rundle house, which was 
about three-fourthg of a mile east. When I 
got there 1 found three other men, but both 
were unarmed and guarding the house. 

Just outside the door was Rundle, lying 
upon the ground with a bullet-hole in his 
forehead, vreathing his last. He did not 
speak, as he was dying. Iasked the men to 
find Perdue, for he had murdered our neigh- 
bor and friend. They declined, saying they 
had sent two other men for shotguns. I said, 
‘Come on, if he ights we will kill him. 

A GHASTLY 6IGHT: 

We opened the door, and to our surprise 
and horror, there ſaid Perdue on a ped with 
a bullet-bole in his forehead, breathing hard 
and fast dying. The ball had entered just 
above the eyes and in about the same spot 
where he had shot Rundle. Mrs. Randle had 
escaped a similar fate by flight. 

SHOT FIVE TIMES. 

Rundle was shot ve times. He presented 
a ghastiy sight. Besides the bloody wound 
in his forehead, the clothing from tis breast 
and stomach was burned and his whiskers 
were scorched. 

Either the revolver was held 80 close to 
him in the death struggle that his clothing 
was tet on fire, or after the killing Perdue 
deliberately set the house on fire and he was 
burned in that manner. 

FIRED THE HOUSE. 

Perdue had fired the house, aud part of the 
roof was burned away before the fire was put 
out. 

It is possible that Perdue, after killing 
Rundle, fired the house, then started to Kill 
the whole family and himself, and thought 
the ashes of the bullding would bury the 
crime,

Some of them find their pro- 
fession so lucrative that many girls preter 
itto Marriage and remain beggars during 
the whole oftheir lives. The Kajoun! travel 
with horse and cart anda number of assist- 
ants, and they choose their companions 
from among the feeblest children and crip- 
ples. Blind children are highly prized, and 
they frequently add to the pitiful appear- 
ance of these children by taking their 
— out of their sockets. The followers 
of the Kalouni often maim their hands 
and wound themselves, and if enough real 
cripples cannot be obtained they are manu- 
facturea — tying up one arm or leg. The 
kalount seldom beg themselves, but confine 
their attention to the supervision of their as- 
sistants and to selling the articles obtained 
by the latter. Sometimes their profits are 
enormous, A kaloun, accompanied by two 
aduits and four or five children, gets from 
five to ten roubles a week; many take home 
as much as 1,000 roules, leaving the chil- 
aren and cripples, through whom they have 
gained their weaith, to their fate.

Haphazard work is only of 
the hit and miss style and very often fails 
in its results, and intelligence must be com- 
bined with good intentions supplemented 
by a fund placed in wise and judicious hands, 
Satan finds mischief for idle hands to do, and 
one wantthat has ne ber been attempted to 
be supplied by benevolent persons is tue fur- 
nishing of some work for the hands as well 
asthe brain.

The boys who were 
ambitious to be the nimble mercuries of the 
library attendants haa their day yesterday.

SHE SAYS HEALING COMES THROUGH 


FAITH ALONE. 


The World Would Be Healthier Were Ali 
Physic Thrown to the Dogs—A Chris- 
tian Scientist’s Explanation of Her 
Creed—Physicians Refuse to Discuss 
the Oase.

There is no reason, justice or 
necessity in the use of drugs in diseases. believe 
that this profession, tris.art, this misnamed kaow!- 
edge of medicine is none other than a practice of 
fundamentally fallacious prineiples, impotent for 

ood, morally wrong, and bodily hurtfui.’*’ Dr. 
ames Johnson., Surgeon- extraordinary to the 
King. says: I declare my conscientious opinion, 
founded on long observation and reflection, that if 
there was botasingie physician, surgeon, apothe- 
vary. man-midwife, ehemist, aGruggist, or 
Arug on the face of the earth, there weuld be 
less sickness and less mortality. Dr. Mason 
Good, 4 learned professor in Lond said: ‘**The 
effecte of medicine onthe human syftem are in the 
highest degree uncertain; except, indeed, that it 
has already destroyed mere lives than war, pesti- 
lence, and famine combined.'’ Even our beloved 
Dr. Oliver Wendel Holmes is quoted as saying, 

„„It all the drugs were cast into the sea, it wouldbe 
betier for mankind, but bad for the fishes.’’ In 
fact, the calm, honest conclusion of every eon 
scienticus physician, after years of experience of 
the impotence of the physician with his drugs, or 
adjuvants te save from suffering or death, is that 
there is ne science of medicine.

When one reads of all the honors paid to 
Queen Victoria at Coburg, where she was the 
central Agure of the pageant and bowed 
down to by royal personages of nearly every 
reigning family in Europe, it does seem rath- 
er a come down to learn that she is experi- 
encing difficulty in getting the dust din of 
Buckingham Palace emptied. 

In London the tin ash barrels of New York 
are unknown. The yard of each house is

“THE SAILING STARS.” 


In the Calendar ths Pleiades Hold an Im- 
portant Place. 


From Longman’s Magazine. 

Hesiod, 1,000 years B. C., sings of the 
Pleiades: 
There is a time when forty days they lie, 
And forty nights concealed from human eye, 
Batin the course of the revolving year 
When the swain sharps the scythe again appear. 

As they announced the opening of the sea- 
son for navigation their name has been in- 
terpreted (from plein, to sail) the ‘‘salling 


stars,’’ and even from old legends or old 
custom of letting fly a pigeon for auspices at 
this time, they are the doves“ (from peleia, 
a dove), though almost certainly their Greek 
name, like their Arabicand Hebrew, means 
simply ‘‘cluster’’ (from pleios, full). Their 
Latin name was Vergilae, from Ver. the 
spring, for their heliacal rising in Italy was 
inthe beginning of May and their setting 
early in November, 

The Polynesians used them not only for 
determining their seasons, but also asa guide 
at sea. When setting out on a voyage, some 
staror constellation was selected as their 
guide at night. This they called their 
**Aveia,’’ and they now designete the 
compass by the same name. Of all aveias 
the Pleiades was one of the most popalar. 

In South ‘Africa there are the hoeing stars. 
They are the chief ite in the calendar of 
the Solomon Islanders, and their last visible 
rising after sunset Is, or has been, celebrated 
with rejoicings allover the southern Hemi- 
sphere as betokening the wakening-up time 
to agricultural activity. 

With November, the **Pletad month,’’ 
many primitive people began their year, 
and on the day of the midnight cuimination 
of the Pleiaded Nov. 17 no petition was pre- 
sented in vain to the ancient Kings of Persia. 

And thus they have entered into the life of 
man, charming him by their Deauty and ald - 
ing him by their posit on; they have passed 
into the world’s store of myths and become 
part of the imagery of poets.

OVBAOROWDED INSTITUTIONS, 

To-day the Insane Asylum is as full as it 
possibly can be, and the additional quarters 
at the Poor-house are so badly crowded that 

the physicians and attendants say that it is 
' gtterly impossible for them to give the pa- 
tients the care and attention that their un- 
fortunate condition demands. As illustrat- 
ing the increased demand on the space set 
aside for insane purposes Dr. Mueller, in 
“Dis report, points to the startling fact that 
the insane department at the Poor-house was 
crowded a year ago when It had 506 inmates, 
and that to-day it contains 745 patients. The 
day average for the year was 557. 

Insanity has made such rapid increase 
since the Poor-house annex was created, 
that the ordinance providing that only in- 
curable patients be transferred there from 
the asylum, has long since ceased to be 
heeded. While all who are considered incura- 
bie are sent there, many who are not and for 
whom there is not room at the asylum, have 
also been taken tothe Poor-house, the asy- 
lum being devoted tothe more violent pa- 
tients and insane criminals. Dr. Mueller 
makes numerous reccommendations in re- 
gard to improvements, and also asks that 
the pauper same be permanently taken away 
from the Poor-house and that the institution 
be given anew name and be devoted exclu- 
sively to insane patients. In his report, he 
gives the following reasons for asking that 
this change be made:

Wen I made this stion last year 
the objection was raised that the World's 
Fair was liable to bring to this country an 
epidemic of cholera and that it would be un- 
wise to fill up the quarantine station with 
paupers when the Daildings might re- 
quired for cholera patients.

**These ideas, together with other sugges- 
tions pertaining to this subject, I shall em- 
body in my next report to the Mayor, and 1 
sincerely ho that within a very few 
months the city will have adequate quarters 
for all of the unfortunates who are confided 
to our care. 

WHAT COMPTROLLER STURGEON SAYS. 

Comptroller Sturgeon fully concurs with 
Commissioner Homan as to the necessity of 
providing more hospital room for the care 
of ingane patients, but differs from 


that officialin the respect of removing the 
sane paupers to quarantine. This sugges- 
tion, he says. was carefully looked into last 
year, and both the Mayor and himself be- 
came convinced that the place was abso- 
lutely uusuited to the care of paupers, partly 
because itis so remote from the city, and 
chiefly because of the lack of water supply 
and drainage. 

Jappreclate the situation,“ the Comp- 
troller said, and realize that we are unable 
to devote as much room to the care cf our 
insane as the requirements demand, but this 
is also true of nearly all of our public insti- 
tutions. For instance, there 1s a pressing 
need for extensive repairs at the Four Courts 
and for additional bulidings at the House of 
Refuge, but so long as the city is cramped for 
funds we have no opportunity to relieve 
these wants. Had we the money at our dis- 
posalmany needed improvements would be 
promptly made, but if we had the money our 
pew city ball would not be in the uufinishned 
condition it now is. It would be very injudi- 
cious for us to ran into dedt for these im- 
1 for that would im pair our credit 

hat is now so good that we were able to dis- 
pose of our recent issue of bonds ata high 
premium. The only way out of this di- 
culty, so far as Jam able to determine, is by 
increased taxation, and this of course 
rests entirely with our people. If they 
could only be aroused to the necessity of tak- 
ing some action toward relieving the embar- 
rassed condition of our treasury, I think they 
would not obstruct legislation by ballot 
that would heip us eut of ali difficulty, 

„Jam in hopes that at the next election 
the people will consent to a special levy of 
say 20 cents per $100, with the understandin 
that this increased taxation is not to exten 
through a period of more than five years. IT 
this is done, we will have sumMcient funds 
forall needed improvements and together 
with the saving which I am certain will be 
made in nearly every branch of public 
service this year, the city’s Anances would 
be in a much more healthy condition than in 
many years.’’ 

THE MAYOR OW THE SITUATION. 

Mayor Walbridge says he has long been 
convinced that it is prejudicial to the frst 
interests of the city to confine the insaue 
and pauper sane in the same bullding, and 


that he would gladly take steps toward 
bringing about a separation of the present 
inmates of the Poor-house if he eould see 
any way by whichit could be done. He does 
not think, however, that the present bulid- 
ings at Quarantine could be put into sultable 
condition to comfortably hold the paupers 
now supported by the city and says the re- 
commendation of Mr. Mueller cannot de 
carried out uniess money is provided with 
which to build a new Poor-house. 

There is only one way by which this and 
other similar pressing wants can de taken 
care of. the Mayor said, and that is by 
increased taxation. Our present municipal 
revenue is utterly inadequate to cover other 
than current expenses and if we are to have 
new bulidings or even extensions to the old 
ones, the people must authorize the levying 
of a special tax. The bill providing for this 
levy is now pending in the Assembly and if 
carried at the next election we wil have 
suitable quarters for not only our insane but 
other charges for whose care and welfare the 
city is responsible. Without this special 
taxation we are helpless. 

MR. MARSHALL SAYS A SPECIAL TAX. 
City Counselor Marshall said that it wasa 


mistake to suppose that the city could raise 
money at present for public building pur- 
poses by increasing its bonded indebtedness. 
„„The State Constitution limits our bonded 
indebtedness to 5 per cent of the assessed 
valuation of the city’s property. At present 
we have outstanding bonds for about $21,000,- 
000, part ot them a legacy from war times. 
The assessed value or our property is, 1 
think, about 8365, 000, 000, so that we are now 
above our limit and can issue nothing excep 
renewal bonds until the debt is decreased or 
the value of property Increased. It will be 
years before we can look for any relief from 
this source.’’ 
‘*What will St. Louis do then for her pub- 
ue Dulldings and charitable institutions?’ ’, 
The only remedy is to impose a special 
tax. The law gives us the power to do this, 
but only by submitting the N to a 
vote of the citizens. Something will neces- 
sarily have to be done in the near future and 
the only way to relief lies in a special tax.

It is this innutritious, unwholesome com- 
pound thatthe Municipal Assembly is asked 
to place before the ignorant. custodians of 
infants in St. Louls, tempting them, for the 
saving involved, totakethe risk of cholera 
infantum and kindred plagues. And yet the 
greater number of the cities of Christendom 
are not only discouraging the sale of 
skimmed milk, Dut are taking rigorous 
measures to insure the observance of correct 
sanitary principles in the distribution of the 
natural product. In the city of New Tork 
there was established last year a depot for 
the distribution of sterilized and raw milk— 
1. @., milk direct from the cow that had not 
been tampered with or diluted. The founder 
of the enterprise, Mr. Nathan Strauss, said 


of it recently: 

‘*My s r last season were 32,000 quarts 
of pure nd 84,000 bottles of sterilized 
milk, Doth id pure and modified form. More 
than 1,000sick babies were fed on the steril- 
ized milk during June, July. August and 
September. Most of them were ili with chol- 
era infantum, and the benefit due to the im- 
provement in their food was immediate and 
amazing. Theratio of deaths was very low 
not more than 10 percent. Many families, 
500 a day in extreme hot weather, were sup- 
plied with pure milk. Their sick, puny chil. 
dren were provided with healthful food, and 
the mothers were enlixhtened as to the value 
of pure milk, and taught that it could be had 
at lower rates than are charged by careless 
grocers for old or alluted skim milk. And 1 
consider the furnishing of pure milk the 
most important benevolent undertaking 
with which | have been connected.

MILK IN COPE MAGEX. 

Chief Sanitary Officer Waries Fraficts has 
prepared some data for the vnlightenment of 
the Council Sanitary Committee on the sub- 
ject of municipal supervision of milk sup- 


blies, and one of the salutary examples he 
has to submit is the case of Copenhagen, 
Denmark. Inthat city, about twelve years 
ago, some of the working people complained 
to a very benevolent employer of labor that 
they could not procure good, wholesome milk 
for their children. The employer saw that 
in Copenhagen, as n so many other cities, 
one had to be satisfied with milk of the pur- 
ity of which one had notthe slightest guar- 
antee, and which one could not know had 
come from unhealthy or badly-fedcows. In 
some cases there was difficulty in obtaining 
it at all. The gentleman enlisted the sympa- 
thies of eminent medical authorities in Den- 
mark, and in due time a company was 
formed and the examination of milk supply 
begun upon a large scale. The concern pays 
high prieesfor milk—higher thanthe pro- 
ducers can get foritanywhere else—but the 
quality must stand severe analytical tests, 
and must come from cattle that are obvi- 
ously healthy and kept in the most natural 
surroundings. 

An important part of the system is the ex- 
amination of the cattle on the farms, and un- 
lost the milk producers are willing to submit 
to rigid examination of their Kine at the 
— ofthe Copenhagen company, they 

ave no market with it. The inspector must 
fllup a form, reporting upon the condition 
of the cattle, the quality of the fodder, and 
must see that the company’s rules as to the 
manner of feeding are strictly observed. He 
must examine the cooling apparatus, report 
whether it is in good order, whether there is 
sufficient ice, and how it is stored. Besides, 
anexperienced dairy maid is sent out from 
time to time to superintend the milking, par- 
ticularly with a view to securing cleanliness; 
and the milk is not only well and carefully 
cooled, but it is purified after it reaches the 
hands of the distributing company. 

These ideas Mr. Francis has adapted, as 
tar as practicable, in one of his two milk 
bills, and he hopes to make the inspection of 
dairy stock in their usual housing a part of 
the duty of the city’s employes. ® argues 
that while St. Louis has no legal jurisdiction 
over the dairy farmers of Illinois, yet, if the 
intentions of those farmers are. honorabie 
they can have no objection to the occasional 
inspection of their stock and barns by com- 
petent veterinarians; and that, if they do 
object the city can easily quarantine against 
their product. He points to the resistance 
that the dairymen who supply 8t. Louis 
have always exhibited when anything like 
systematic inspection of their stock and 
barns has been proposed; and he maintains 
that the inspection of milk should be divided 
fromthe ins tion of dairies, and the re- 
sponsibility for the discharge of each sepa- 
rate duty definitely fixed. 

PRESENT MILK BILLS COMPARED. 


Mr. Francis makes the following compari- 
son between his two milk Dills and that of 
Mr. Stone:

An income of 11,000 Dbis in the output of the 
flour mills, with indications that the run will 
be still heavier next wee in case the 
scarci of coal does not interfere with 
operations, is surely evidence that millers 
are trying thelr best to do something. The 
fact is that they have become quite desperate 
and have taken advantaze of every thing 
that has turned up iu order to effect sales. 
They have not only sold a good deal of flour 
at bare cost, but have taken the 
chances of figuring ahead on a further 
decline in wheat in order to get out on sales. 
In this respect they used good judgment, as 
they were enabled to buy wheat lower than 
ever before, but the trouble was that the 
views of buyers were lowered in the same 
proportion, and the bids quickly fell in line 
with 50c wheat. Taken all in alli the situation 
Was very Gnsatisfactory and there was 
louder and more talk of dull trade than 
at any time this season. The iow price 
of wheat has spurred millions on to 
grinding more flour, being of the belief 
that it would surely be cheap enough to sell, 
but the factistbat flour has beer accumu- 
lating and the end of the month will see a 
material increase in the stock on hand, un- 
less trasie conditions change greatly for the 
better and allow the millers to work off some 
of the surplus flour they now hold.

There seems to be a damper over their feel - 
ings this week because of the unexpected 
jumpin wee at Elgin of 2c. It completely 
upset all calculations. A majority looked 
for a further slight decline and a consequent 
quickening of trade, which had just begun to 
develop. The advance, bowever ,upset all cal- 
culations,and trade prospects as ‘well. Advices 
irom Chicago report about the same state of 
affairs, but that dealers are inclined to take 
an independent course and establish their 
own prices in accordance with the demand 
and supply.

Judging 
from inside information. that the oleo man- 
ufacturers of Chicago have sent delegations 
ofthree each to Washington to look after and 
advance the oleo legislation as against 
the butter interest, they evidently believe 
in taking time by the foreloch, while their 
com plete success in manipulating those mat- 
ters in the past, shows how well they cal- 
culate and work together regardless of ex- 
pense. 

Now, however, dairy and creamery men all 
over the country are at last alarmed, and 
seem determined to push matters just as 
vigorously, instead of leaving it to the deal- 
ers and others to do. There is no question 
whatever but that the combined dairy inter- 
est is so immense that, if properly organized, 
even the mighty oleo interest cannot prevent 
them from getting their legal rights 
and the protection the, interest demands, 
Some politicians who have heretofore advo- 
cated the oleo interests, have discovered 
their mistake and fear the consequences.

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A POOR Mane WEARYING FIGHT 


AGAINST A RAILROAD. 


William Spohn, Frightened by Train Men 
Who Pretended They Were Going to 
Rob Him, Jamped From the Train and 
Lost a Leg—The Suit Just Decided Was 
Filed in 1880. 


JEFFERSON CITY, May 19,—A remarkable 
suit came to an end inthe Supreme Court of 
this State last week, after having been 
ground through the wheels of justice for 
fourteen years. It was the suit of Will- 
iam Spohn against the Missouri Pa- 
cific Raliway Co., and ;the vicissitudes of 
the plaintiff, who saw his case four times 
presented to a jury and four times acted 
upon by the learned justices of the Supreme 
bench, illustratés how great are the ob- 
stacles thrown in the way of the unfortunate 
poor man who endeavors to obtain redress 
through the courts from a rich and 
powerful corporation. Few men can affora 
to pursue a suit for damages through a pe- 
riod of fourteen years, and,taking the case of 
Spohn as a fair example, there are but few 
who would undertake it could they 
foresee how bitter and tenacious 
would be the contest. Many 
men would not survive such interminable 
litigation, while others would long ago have 
thrown up their hands In despair and joined 
the vast army of wallers who aver that even 
the highest courts of justice are controlled 
body and soul by the corporations.

The 
greater number of the operatives in the tex- 
tlle factoriés are now French-Vanadians, and 
there are very few American women who 
take up this occupation. 

It is a long step in progress for the women 
of the mountain section of Southern Italy 
to be enabled to enter the factory on the 
Piedmont plateau. 

The French-Canadian woman now does her 
work ina well warmed, well ventilated fac- 
tory, Working ten hours a day and earning 
three to four times as much as her predeces- 
sors, who were the daughters of the farmers 
of New England. The work has been brought 
within der power dy the application of 
science and invention, and the cost of the 

Dor in each yard has been diminished. It 

now as great a step in progress for the 
French-Canadian women to come down from 
the isolated strips of land and the narrow 
conditions of their lives in Canada to enter 
the modern factories as it was for the farm- 

rs’ daughters of New England to go into the 
at the earlier period. 

The foreign operatives have not displaced 
the American women by accepting lower 
wages. 2 progress in the arts and the 
opening of the ways in various employments 
have taken the women of higher intelligence 
into better conditions of lte and less ar- 
duous conditions of labor, so that they have 

ade room for others to come in for whom 
there would have been no room under for- 
mer conditions. 

I have cited the textile industry as an ex- 
ample because the facts are conspicuous and 
can be measured moreaccurately than in 
almost any other branch. The same rule, 
however, has governed almost every other 
Dranch of industry into which women have 
made their way. 

WOMEN IN OFFICES. 

Since the beginning of these new branches 
of women’s work, the typewriter has been 
invented, and it has beeome a common prac- 
tice to employ women in offices of many 


kinds, The progress of women in these em- 
ployments, which are considered of less im- 
po ance than the professions, is yet of vast- 
y more consequence to womankind than the 
opportunity which has been given toa few 
women to become physicians or to enter into 
the practice of law. No exception can be 
taken, especially to the former profession, 
nor is there ny conceivable reason why 
women should not undertake dentistry—an 
art which requires physical aptitude and 
nicety of touch, aod in which the greater 
part of the physical strength formerly need- 
ed has been done away with by the applica- 
tion of electricity, but the opportunities in 
these professions are very few in number. 

fhe invention of the telephone and the 
varipus applications of electricity need only 
to mentioned. Every one 10 familiar with 
the opportunity which has “thereby been 
opened for the work of woman.

Opera-house watching the progress of 
chorus rehearsal! of Jaeinta“ at that place.

the main body of the theater; it was a good 
time for retros tive musings, and Mr. 
Norton indulged in them. is reverie Was 
along the same lines as the lamentation of 
the magazine essayist. 

he combination system. sald Mr. Nor- 
ton, ‘‘destroyed the only real school of act- 
ing possible tothe drama. Italso destroyed 
the glory of several centers of art in 
country and made New York it the one 
great gathering place for American s 
and the one place where reputations must 
be made. In the days of the stock company 
New York did not stand the front rank. 
The best actors came from Baltimore, from 
Philadelphia, from Bostonand from Rich- 
mond, Stars were the only actors who trav- 
eled, ana the pepe ine of stars were made 
outside of New York. The comparative mer- 
its of the stock companies AAN es 
were ofcourse known and talked of in the 
profession, but these stock cOmpanies were 
seldom seen outside of their own theaters. 
The test of an actor was tar more 
severe in those days than now, because a 
man or woman, to hold a place ina.good 
company, had to have a range of power 
running from Shakspeare to modern comed 
and one-act farce, from the old Fren 
romantic school to English melodrama, tak 
ing in everything and bad except the 
farce-comedy, which had not then been 
bern. Achangeof bill seven times a week 
was common, 80 it is easy to see what inces- 
sant study and what versatility was de- 
manded of the stock actor. But wher an 
actor has gone through this severe training 
and begun to make something of a reputa- 
tion, he was most certainly firmly grounded 
in his art. No such schooling_is possible 
nowadays. This is the era of the ‘society 
actor,’ the man who wears a dress suit 
effectively, who shines in drawing-room 
scenes, but who is absolutely ignorant of the 
first essentials of acting as the art used to be 
understood. Itisalso the age of the ‘one- 
play’ star and his company, the people who 
play the same parts and speak the same lines 
nigut after night for season after season. 
How can great actors be made from such 
training and such matertai?’’ 

Much more in this vein aid Mr. Norton 
dwell upon, but itis not necessary to give 
more than the above as an eKample of his 
drift of thought. He was in thorough accord 
with the writer whose jeremiad I d been 
reading, and the departed glories of the 
‘*good old stock days“ were still farther im- 
pressed upon my mind. 

Throughout all this retrospection, dow 
ever, I had been reading and listening as one 
whose own knowledge was confined to that 
of the combination system, and to whom 
the resident stock-company of the earlier 
days was a thing uaknown.

Presented With a Few Timely Remarks 
as to Fashions and Feet. 


Brown boots and shoes are stepping to the 
front again with alacrity, and bootbDiacks 
ana cérn doctors are downcast. 


Whatever may be said against tan-colored 
leather, it is at least kind to the soles of 
women. Feet dressed in Prown are more 
comfortable and keep la better h eaith than 
those dressed in biack. Only the closest 
grate leather takes biackening or varnigsh- . 
ng, and as black is absorbing, a foot la a 
biack shoe is hot in summer, cold in winter 
and ill-ventilated all the time. 

In the manufacture of brown shoes the 
stock used is the lightest weight and mos. 


porous leather, which, aside from being ag 


economy to the maker, is an advantage t 
the wearer. People who suffer from scald- 
ing moisture between the toes and burning 
soles in hot weather are generally more com- 
fortable in brown, undressed calf or t 
shoes than in the lightest weight of ck 
leather.
